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CBS Sets Cronkite 
Pieces From Atlanta 

tfEW YORK - CBS News said 
Walter Cronkite will present “com- 
mentary and analysis’* during the 
upcoming Democratic National 
Convention in Adanta, July 18-21. 
The vet anchor is scheduled to ap- 
pear during CBS News’ convention 
coverage between 9-11 p.m. on the 
first three nights and 8-11 p.m. on 
July 21. 

The announcement at least tem- 
porarily setdes the “Cronkite ques- 
tion” at CBS News, where he has 
been a “special correspondent.’’ 
I Cronkite maintains he is free to 
[work elsewhere when a new 10- 
lyear contract goes into effect come 
[November. At that time he will lose 
Ithe “special correspondent” mantle 
land his annual paycheck will dwin- 
f die to $150,000 from $1,000,000 
annually. 

Lately, unhappy with his back- 
seat status at CBS News, Cronkite 
has made it known that he has 
talked about going to work for other 
tv news organizations, including 
Ted Koppel’s recently formed 
production company Koppel Com- 
munications and the syndicated 
“USA Today.” 
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
